GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  assistance  given  to  the  Public  Health  Department  by  the 
Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Penlan  Road, 
Carmarthen,  attained  the  high  standard  of  former  years  and  its 
value  as  a factor  in  the  maintenance  of  the  public  health  is  in- 
estimable. I wish  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  active 
and  willing  co-operation  of  Doctors  Fry  and  Boissard. 

Clinic  (Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  Education 
Committees). 

The  Clinic  in  Pond  Street  has  continued  to  be  widelv  used 
throughout  the  year. 

Clinics  are  held  as  follows: —

mornings,  as  required.

Maternity  Service. 

The  Ante-Natal  Clinic  held  every  Thursday  morning  was 
well  attended.  The  number  of  expectant  mothers  who  attended 
the  Clinic  being  61. 

Number  of  cases  admitted  to  Borough  Beds  in  the  County 
I nfirmary — 55. 

Three  evacuated  expectant  mothers  were  admitted  to  the 
Amman  Valley  Cottage  Hospital,  Glanamman,  during  the  year. 

The  facilities  available  for  the  provision  of  Maternity  Beds 
and  the  services  of  an  Obstetric  Consultant  were  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year. 

Nursery  School. 

A Nursery  School  was  opened  on  September  9th,  1941.  It 
is  situated  at  the  English  Congregational  Chapel  Schoolroom, 
Lammas  Street.  The  average  number  of  children  attending  the 
School  is  16,  though  there  are  30  on  the  Register.  The  children’s 
ages  vary  from  two  to  five  years.  The  Medical  Officer  of  the 
School  is  Dr.  Bryson,  and  regular  periodical  inspections  are 
carried  cut.  All  the  children  attending  the  School  have  been 
immunised. 

Water  Supplies. 

Careful  watch  was  maintained  over  the  water  supplies  in  the 
Borough,  samples  being  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  at 
regular  intervals.  The  continuation  of  chlorination  to  ensure 
safety  of  the  water  was  found  to  l^e  necessary. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


As  compared  with  the  previous  year  there  was  a decided  fall 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified,  and  partic- 
ularly so  is  this  noticeable  with  regard  to  Diphtheria.  In  1941 
there  were  46  cases  of  Diphtheria  \vith  4 deaths,  whereas  in  1942 
there  were  7 cases  of  Diphtheria  with  no  deaths.  These  hgures 
amply  justify  the  value  of  immunisation  methods.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

Mr.  D.  Roderick,  Chief  Inspector,  County  Council,  reports 
as  follows  on  the  work  done  under  the  above  Act  in  the  area  of 
the  Carmarthen  Urban  District  Council  during  the  year;- — 

I 

33  samples  of  milk  and  14  samples  of  miscellaneous  articles  of 
food  were  taken  and  sent  to  the  Pu])lic  Analyst  for  analysis. 

One  sample  of  milk  was  certified  to  be  36%  deficient  in  milk 
fat  and  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  \’'endor,  and  a fine  of 
five  shillings  was  imposed.  Three  samples  of  milk  were  slightly 
deficient  in  milk  fat  and  the  the  Vendors  ^vere  warned. 

The  remaining  29  samples  of  milk  and  the  14  samples  of 
miscellaneous  articles  were  certified  to  be  genuine. 

26  samples  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  samples  were  taken 
and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination.  16  of  these  were  reported 
to  be  unsatisfactory. 

83  samples  of  Accredited  Milk  samples  were  taken  and  sent 
for  bacteriological  examination.  47  of  these  were  reported  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 


Meat. 

I hroughout  the  year  the  abattoir  in  Carmarthen  was  used  as 
the  central  place  for  the  slaughtering  of  cattle.  Air.  Francis,  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  has,  with  the  occasional  assistance  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Rural  District,  carried  out  the  inspection 
of  carcases  slaughtered  there.
